Game Warden Reuben 8S. Babbitt 
was directed by the state department 
to attend to the liberation of the ani- 
mal and accordingly last Sunday 
morning, accompanied by a dozen or 
so members of Battery C and two 
photographers lead the animal to a 
place in Portage swamp about a mile 
‘and a half from the camp, a swamp 
eovering six sections and gave it its 
liberty. 

Mr. Babbitt reports that he never 
saw an animal apparently so tickled 
to be free. as was the “mascot.” It 
first riin about hither and thither and 
cut up many capers, and in as many 
minutes climbed four jackpine trees 
and finally nimbled off into the 
swamp. Many pictures were taken 
cf the bear during its final hours in 
eaptivity, as it was denarting from 
its fond friends of the Battery. 

Mr. Rabhift said that there were 
no doubt other bears in that swamp, 
unless the shooting of the heavy ar- 
tillery near that place had frightened 
them away. but, if so, there was no 
doubt tut that they would return.

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MEW TRAFFIC LAWS 
HOW IN EFFEET 


NEW TRAFFIC LAWS ARE IN EF- 
FECT 


Michigan's new limitless speed law 
went into effect Sunday, August 14, 
and thereafter it will be possible for 
tmotorists to drive as fast as they de- 
sire, just so long as they exercise due 
caution. and pay. attention to the 
rights of others. The new traffic reg- 
ulations are to be very rigidly en- 
forced all over the state and drivers 
‘are warned that the teeth in the new 
law makes it much easier to convict. 

The speed limit, for one thing, is 
taken off, but there are a hundred and 
one ways in which a motorist can get 
“in bad” under the heading, “reckless 
driving.” 

Any person who drives any vehicle 
upon the -highway carelessly and 
heedlessly in wilful or wanton disre- 
gard of the rights or safety of others, 
or without. due caution and cireum- 
spection and at a rate of speed or in 
such a manner as to endanger or be 
likely to endanger any person or 
property, shall. be guilty of reckless 
driving, and upon conviction. shall be 
punished as provided in section fifty- 
five of this act. 

Stiff Punishment Provided 


Section 5 reads as follows: 

“Every person convicted of reck- 
less driving shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a 
period of not less than 5 or more than 
90 days, or by a fine of not less than 
£25 nor more than $100, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment and on the 
second or subsequent offense shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not less than ten days 
nor more than six months, or by fine 
of not less than $50 nor more than 
$100, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

“Any person driving a vehicle on a 

ighway shall drive the same at a 
careful and prudent speed not greater 
than nor less than is reasonable and 

oper, having due regard to the traf- 
ic, surface and width of the road and 
of any other conditions then existing, 
and no person shall drive any public 
vehicle upon a highway at a speed 
ater than will permit him to bring 

it to a stop within 'an assired clear 
distance akead; provided, however, 
that in the event of damages occurring 
to person or property on account of a 
collision of vehicles with other ob- 
jects in which both parties were vio- 
Jating any laws of the state pertain- 
ing to the operation of vehicles, then 
the question of who shall be held for 
damages shall be a question of fact.” 

Speed Limit in Towns 

The speed limit is set by the state 
for all business districts and is 15 
miles per hour and 20 miles in any 


speed is fixed by the local authorities. 

“Whenever any person driving a 
vehicle approaches a highway, an in- 
terurban or steam railway grade 
crossing and a clearly visibly and pos- 
itive signal gives warning of the im- 
‘mediate approach of a railway train 
or car, it shall be unlawful for .the! 
driver of the vehicle to fail to bring | 


the. yehicle to a complete stop before 
traversing such grade crossing.“ — 

“The state highway commission is 
hereby: authorized to: designate cer- 
tain.gradé crossings of steam and. in- 
terurban railways and to erect . signs 
thereat notifying drivers of vehicles 
upon any highway to come toa com- 
plete step. before crossing the rail- 
road tracks, 

Rules at Intersections 

“When two vehicles enter.an inter- 
section at approximately the same 
time, the driver of the vehicle or. the 
left shall yield the right of way to 
the vehiele on the right except as 
otherwise provided in section 21. The 
driver. of any vehicle traveling at an 


‘unlawful speed shall forfeit any right 


ef way which he might otherwise 
have hereunder.” 

Section 21 says: “The driver of any 
vehicle entering a public highway 
from a private road or drive shall 
yield the right of way to all vehicles 
approaching on the public highway. 
The state highway commissioner and 
local authorities are authorized to 
designate through traffic highways 
and. streets, 

“It shali be unlawful. to park a ve- 
hicie on a beaten track or paved sur- 
face of any :highway outside the lim- 
its of any village or city. | 

Othcr Regulations 

“The driver of any motor tar when 
traveling upon a down grade on any 
highway shall not coast with the 
gears of the vehicle in neutral.
